An  Act  for  further  shortening  the  language  used  in  Bombay  Acts,  and 

for  other  purposes. 


Whereas  it  is  expedient  further  to  shorten  the  language  used  in  Bombay 
Acts,  and  to  make  certain  other  provisions  relating  to  those  Acts.;  It  is  hereby 
enacted  as  follows  : —
